THE PRINCE WALES,

Special Despatch to the N, ¥. Tribune 
Montreal, Monday, Aug. 27. 

The announcement has to-day been given 
that the Prince will sail for England from 
Portland instead of Boston or Now York. 
As a grest many reasons are erroneously 
assigned for this decision, and as some of 
tho representatives of the City of New York 
in this city appear chagrined that the me- 
tropolis has not been chosen for tho point 
of departure, I may say that the only cause 
for this unexpected selection is the appro- 
hension of desertions in cnse of the squadron 
visiting a larger place, From tho sbips of 
the regular North American squadron heavy 
desertions would be certain. here is no 
special fear on account of the versels im- 
mediately accompanying the Prince, as 
they would be on their way home, Butit 
has not been deemed expedient to divide 
the squadron; and in any event it has 
hitherto been intended that Boston, and not 
Now York, should be the point of final de- 
parture. 


Tv the Associated Press, 
Montreal, Monday, Aug. 27. 

The illumination on Saturday night was 
very successful. ‘The Prince drove through 
the town incogni(lo, and attended Divine 
Service at the Anglican Cathedral yester- 
day, Ile was met at the entrance by the 
Clergy. The building was crowded but 
the arrangements were good. The sermon 
was by the Bishop of Montreal. This 
morning the Indian games came off at the 
cricket grounds. ‘he Prince arrived at 10 
o'clock, The first match was at Lacrose 
between two parties of Indians, and the 
second between Indians and whites,in which 
the former won. This was followed by a 
war dancein falljcostume, ‘The Prince was 
much amused, Thete were several thou- 
sand spectators, including the Boston Fus- 
ileers, whose band played * God Save the 
Queen,” the men uncovering, and then 
* Yaukee Doodle,” the Prince uncovering. 

The games were interrupted by a heavy 
shower of rain. 
The levee commences at the Court-House 
atnoon, 
A ball bas been tendered by the New 
York deputation to the Prince of Wales 
and accepted. It will take place on Friday 
evening, Oct, 12. In consequence of en- 
gagements already entered into by the 
Prince he can only spend Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday in New York. He will em- 
bark from Portland, 
The Prince's Leveo was numerously at- 
tended. Several addresses were presented, 
It is settled that the Prince opens the Exbi- 
bition at Hamilton, Wednesday week, and 
leaves the same eydning for Chicago, where 
he remains one day; thence, by the way of 
the prairies, to St. Louis, Cincinnati, Wash- 
ington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston and Portland. It bas been ar- 
ranged that the Prince accept the ball at 
New York, instead of a dinner. 


Bar Messrs. Jacques and ays, of To- 
ronto, will bave reason to bless the advent 
of the Prince in Canada, besides other fur- 
nishers in other parts of the United Pro- 
vince.

THE PRINCE AT PORT OPE, 


Port Hope, Spt. 7. 

The Prince arrived bere nt two p.m. 
The Prince loft Cobourg this morning at 
atoad nine, being Accompanied from Mr. 

i's house to the railway station hy an 
immense assemblage of people. As the 
special train started, the Voluntecr Artillory 
fired a salute, and the cheers from the peo- 
ple Were vory enthusiastic, 

Arrived at Rico Lake, the Royal party 
embarked on tho little steamer Otonabee, 
and, standing under tho Awning made of 
spruce and cedar boughs, crossed it, The 
{rain went over the bridye, which is throd 
tiles long. 

The reason of the Prince going by steam- 
er is not that the bridge is unsale, for it bas 
Leen mach steengthened of Sate ; but, that 
he might have # good viow of the fir cover 
4 islands, which picturesquely dot the Inke, 
anid also of the beds of wild rice in blossom, 
from which it derives its name, On the 
portlh sidy of the Inke a sort of an arch bas 
boon erected by the Mississaga tribe of In- 
dinns, who stood ov the landing place, fired 
gans as the Prince approached, and en 
deavoured to play “God save the Queen,” 
with their brass bind, and their Chief, 
Hamed Pandosh, who is 100 yenrs old, pre- 
sented an address to H.R. Hi, signed with 
both his Bnglish name and Indian,“ Totem ae 
tien w number of birch bark baskets filled 
with Todinn work and having labels with 
the names of the squowa who bad mado 
them, were given to the Prince, and in the 
toilet of w parting volley the Royal train 


ed the strects in front for a long distance, and 
occupicd every available square foot on the 


road. The Mayor, John Beatty, jr., Esq. 
resented the address of the Corporation; the 
Warden, thatofthe United Counties; and Mr. 
Nelles, that of Victoria College. A gracious 
reply was returned by the Prince. ‘Then the 
Presidents of the various National Socictios 
presented theirs; and after vociferous and ovi 
dently most enthustastic cheers had been given 
for the Queen, the Prince Consort, and for His 
‘oyal Highness the Prince of Wales, which 
ere gracefully acknowledged by him, he en- 
tered the ball room, the floor of which had 
been meanwhile strengthened and supported, 
and engaged with his usual spirit into the 
amusements of the evening. This was at 
vleyen o'clock, when our report closed. 


IMPORTANT FROM TORONTO. 


Toronto, Sept. 7th, 10 p, m. 

The Orangemen have been parading the 
town all day with banners, bands, and robes ; 
but just before the arrival of the Prince they 
took off their gowns, as had been pre-ar 
ranged, as they passed under their arch, 
and emerged on the other side of it as a 
body of private citizens, The only mark 
even upon their arch which could be taken 
asa party emblom was a likeness of the 
Prince of Wales over its centre in the tradi- 
ticnal position of Kiog William IIL, at the 
crossing of the Boyno, 

The landing of His Royal Highness here 
occurred just halfan hour before dark. It 
was a spectacle which for magnificence has 
probably never been surpassed in the mod- 
ero world, Just as the Montreal ball was 
the finest thing ever seen under a roof, 80 
the display here was by far the finest thing 
ever seen out of doors, 

A semicircular platform, whose radius 
was at least 200 fect, bad beon erected, aud 
tier upon ticr of seats wero arranged around 
it—euch being one above the other. This 
Was ornainented with shields, banners, &c., 
And more than ten thousand people wore in 
Position upon it, In the open space was a 
troop of cavalry, and in the centre was 1 
great level platform—with a dais and 
throne, under a gorgeous canopy—where 
the Prince, lis suite, the members of the 


; corporation, the jadges, many members of 


Parliament and of the Press, and a brilliant 
array of officers of the militia and the regu 
lars, stood when the Prinee landed fromthe 
Kingston, We stood for several minutes 
silently contemplating the scene: the noble- 
men in his train, tuo, wero ardently inpres 

sed with a sense of the absolute sublimity 
of he scene. After a brief pause, during 
which a thousand cbildren sang the nation- 
al anthem in capital tune and time—the 
people following it up with deafening 
chuers, tle corporation presented their ad- 
dresé; and then a procession—the equal of 
which the writer bas never seen—began to 
pour in en each side, At the great gate, 
Which bad been made for that purpose, six 
abreast, the militia, the fire eoinpanies, the 
national societies, and associations of overy 
imaginable kind, marched past in endless 
Succession—drooping their banners aud 
cheering as they passed the delighted Prince, 
who hind advanced to the front of the plate 
form as they went out under « magnificent 
arch, Immediately in front their bands bo 
gan to play, Unfortunately, it was dark 
before the whole of the body of mon and 
youths had passed, aud sone of the grand- 
eur of the effect was cousequemtly lost,— 
When all lind defiled, the Prince and suite 
took carriages aud followed the procession 


ed tewards the other side, and this demon- 
stration closed, Notso, however, the cheers

Endeavors are now boing made to bush 
up the whole affuir, and represent it as a 
mere rumor, ‘The newspaper offices have 
not yet been furnished with the Duko's let- 
ter, and the resolution of Council ; and it is 
not likely they will be, The Colonist in its 
second edition states that tho Mayor and 
the Corporation went to attend the lovee, 
but were infomed they could not bo pre- 
sented asa Lody. ‘his was before the set- 
tlement of the difficulty. 

Another account of the affair states that 
they could not be presented, because they 
arrived too late, The authorities are so 
deeply mysterious in their conversations, 
that the exact facts cannot be arrived xt. 
The reception at Osgoode Hall is just 
commencing. The rooms aro magnificent 
ly and superbly fitted up. The Prince will 
go at halfpast nine and stay until eleven.

Tho Prince, after receiving an address 
and replying to it, was mude a member of

rooms, opened the ball by a quadrille, io 
which Mrs J. H. Cameron was his partner, 
and danced until exactly midnight, when

On Sunday morning, instead of going 
down Kingstreet to the catliedral, and again 
passing under the Orangemen’s arch the 
uke ordered the royal carriage to drive 
round by Queen street, which was accord- 
ingly done, 

During service, the Orangemen, as if in 
retaliation, decorated their arch with ban- 
ners of all the lodges in Toronto, and talked 
about taking the horses out of the carriages 
and dragging the Prince and duke beneath 
the offensive structure. Of course their bet- 
ter sense prevented their carrying out this 
idea. 

Returning from the Cathedral, the Royal 
party drove to Government House by way 
of front street, The Princes was met at the 
door by Bishop Strachan, the two arch- 
deacons and the clergy of the Cathedral, 
and shown to his seat, The Bishop preached 
from Psalm 17, verse 1st, ‘The Mayor on 
hearing of the decoration of the arch with 
orangé banners, ordered them to be taken 
down, and just as this was being done the 
Duke aud his Secretary, who had been 
strolling up to the university, walked down 
to havo n look at the arch too, The people 
recognized their features and several Lun- 
dreds of them hissed his grace as he was 
returningall the way to Government House. 
The Prince did not ride or drive out on 
Sunday, On Saturday afternoon he went 


favor of an amicable adjustm<nt of the difli- 
culties until half-past twelve this morning, 
when the Orangemen from Kingston came up 
on the “Bay of Quinte.” hen it was deter- 
mined to persevere in tho demonstrations, 

A procession was this morning formed, and 
in addition to-this one of the Prince’s suite 
came on shore, and after examining the arch 
erected by the Orangemen hee, pronounced 
it to be of a sufficiently party character, al- 
though not covered with Orange colours, to 
render it impossible for the Royal party to 
pass beneath it. The Mayor (Dr. Hope) af- 
ter holding a conference with the Orange 
leaders this morning, went on board the King- 
ston, and when bis: boat was returning, the 
Prince’s -steatner moved away down the bay, 
and was shortly out of sight. This was at 
9.30 a.m. 
His Worship, on landing, ascended the plat- 
form built for the reccption of H. R. H., and 
made the following speech : 

Lavirs AND GkntieueN,—In consequence 
of what I learned at my interview with the 
leading Orangemen this morning, I went on 
board the Kingston, and it was determined 
there that the Prince would not land. Iam 
sure this is a matter of sincere regret to nine- 
teen-twentieths of the population. (Cheers.) 
The determination is the result of grave con- 
sideration. A number of suggestions were 
made, with a view to arrive at a different con- 
clusion, butin vain; for the Orangemen told 
mie they were determined not to recede, but 
to back up the position taken by their breth- 
ren in Kingston, 1 only hope that you who 
came fromm distance and are in town, will 
spend a pleasant day. I am sure the autho- 
rities will do everything to mike it agrecable. 
You will sce that we are not devoid of loyalty, 
that we have decorated our strects handsonie- 
ly,—and, indeed, one of tha Prince's retinue 
informed me that in no place had he seen a 
street more tastefully adorned. 1 propose

In accordance with our promise in our last 
issue. we proceeed to give a description of the 
arches, and the yarious other decorations, with 
which the Town abounded, In the morning 
the crowds wended their way to the wharves, | 
PErpaia which the Kingston, having our Roy- 
al guest on board, was anchored a short dis- 
tance outin the harbor, ‘Lhe Bay of Quinte, 
which had arrived during the night, was lying 
alongside. 

Tn front of Corby's Wharf, which was the 
place assigned for the disembarkation of the 
(Royal party, was a véry tastefully erected stand 
about six feet high, designed for the accommo- 
dation of His Royal Highness and suite, the 
Members of the ‘Town and County Councils, 
the Bench of Magistrates, and a deputation 
from the County of Hastings Agricultural So- 
cieties, which bodies were to be there to receive 
His Royal Highness and welcome him to our 
Town, and to present any addresses which he 
would be graciously pleased to accept, The 
platform was neatly trimmed with evergreens, 
ut the view was not the least obstructed. The 
floor was carpeted with thick scarlet cloth,under 
which was spread strips of linen of a light 
color, which had a yery pleasing elfect. In the 
centre of the platform was erected a small 
dais, for the Prince to occupy while receivin 
the addresses, which was roofed over, an 
coyered with erergreons and garlands of flow- 
ers, and surmouated on the top witli a crown. 
Several ladies assisted in the decoration, and 
materially contributed, by their exquisite taste, 
in rendering this part of the arraugements'so 
nearly perfect. 

Proceeding up the street, we come to avery 
neat triple rustic arch, erected by Dr, Ridley, 
Tt occupies the full width of the strect, stretch- 
ing across the sidewalks. In the center was 
suspended the word “ Welcome” in guld let- 
ters onaredsilk ground.

Subsequently the spake was seen in the 
yard and would run to the child whenever 
she was permitted togoout. The child lost 
its appetite and pined away, and constantly 
talked and thought ofthis reptile, Her mo- 
ther took her darling to the city to divert her 
mind from the hideous object, but in vain, 
Under the advice of a physician who was 
culled, the snake was not destroyed, and 
continued iis visits to the premises at will, 
retreating to the field when any ono but the 
child appeared. 

At length Mr. Davis moved into the city 
and took a house on Centre street, hoping 
that the change would be advantageous to 
his child, and fora time she improved in 
health and took her food, ‘Two weeks ago 
last Friday the child was taken ill and con- 
tinued to sink until yesterday, when sbe 
died. She was subject to convulsions or 
spasms, which were very violeot, and at no 
time could she take food and retain it on 
her stomach. 

Her mother informs our reporter that she 
was attended by Dr. Fleming, who treated 
the child on the electrical principle, and she 
says that he found it a difficult case to trent, 
and oxpress:d the belief that the snake bad 
taken the clectricity from the system of the 
child, 

On the day following tho Friday on which 
the child was taken so seriously ill, a Mrs. 
Devins, yho oceupies the house on Monroe 
street, vacated by Mrs, Davis, called at the 
house he now occupies, and stated that a 
German named Conrad Keuchenbach bad 
killed the souke, which had troubled the 
child, on the day previous—the Friday on 
which she was taken ill. 

The mother says that when tho little girl 
heard the statement, she said, “ Mamma, is 
baby dead?” and soon becamo worse, 

There is not much doubt about the state- 
ment made, as far as the facts are concern 
ed. Tho cotclusions and inference are 
quite another thing. The snake killed by 
Keuchenbach was about three feot long, and 
was doubtless the same seon by Mra, Davis 
and her family repeatedly with her daugh- 
tor, Its being killed at the time tho child 
became i!l may lave been a concidenco— 
probably was,

Frightful Calamity. Loss of the “ Lady 
Elgin.” 


| The following particulars are from the WV, 


¥. Tribune of the 10th :— 

One of tho most stuitling and ghastly 
catastrophes yet marking the dangers of the 
deep is recorded in our columns. The 
steamor Lady Ligin in the Lako Superior 
line, which left Chicago on Friday night at 
11} o'clock, was run into by the seboonor 
Augusta of Waukegan, about ten miles from 
shore, at 24 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
and sunk in twenty minutes in three hun 
dred feet of water, having on board between 
three hundred and fifty wad four hundred 
passengers, over three hundred of whom 
wero drowned, Among the passengers 
were the Union Guard of Milwaukee, form- 
ing part of two hundred and fifty excur- 
jonists of that city—a terrible blow to a 
single place, 

The vessel struck the steamer at the mid- 
ships gangway, on the larboard side. At 
the time, dancing was going on in the for- 
ward cabin. The provision of boats to save 
tho passengers, and the guardianship gener- 
ally against disaster, appear to have been of 
the average bad kind, 

The clerk of the boat says: At the mo- 
tent of the collision there was music and 
dancing going on in the furward cabio. In 
0 ivstant after the crush all was still, and 
in ao half an hour the steamer sank. 
passed through the cabins, ‘The ladies were 
pale, but silvat, There was not a cry or a 
shriek—no sound but the rush of the steam 
and the surge of the heavy sea, Whether 
they were not fully aware of the danger, or 
whether their appalling situation made them 
speechless I caunot tell.

THE PRINCE AT TORONTO, 
Toronto, Sept. 11. 

The rain bas spoiled almost all the plea- 
sure which the Vrince and the people ex- 
pected from the proceedings of to day. 
At 11 o'clock he drove to the Amphi- 
theatre, Just us he started it commenced 
to rain, and it was a curious sight to ob- 
serve the ten or twelve thousand people on 
the platforins put up their umbrellas. The 
Prince stood onder a canopy and did not 
get wet. The formal proceedings com- 
menced by the reading of the address of the 
Royal Canadian Yacht Club by Col. Dune. 
His Royal Highness returned a gracious re- 
ply. Although there was a great crowd, 
there was no rush or confusion, except wliere 
now and then the vulgar members of the 
City Council thrust themselves into un- 
pleasant proximity to tH® Prince. The 
Prince consented to become the Patron of 
the Yacht Club.

I trust 
Cunada will never want such Volunteers as 
those who fought in the last war—no volun- 
teers witliout such Jenders, But no less the 
more fervently I pray that your sons and your 
grandsons may never be called upon to add 
other lourels to those you have so gallantly 
won, In the Queen’s name accept from me 
thanks for your expressions of devoted loyalty. 

Mr. Stanton then called for three cheers 
for the Prince, which were vigorously given. 
After this the Prince and his suite were con- 
ducted to the interior of the monument, up 
to the top of which he went, to enjoy ove 
of the most magnificent sights that any coun- 
try can produce. 


LAYING THE OBELISK 
UROCK FELL. 
The next thing on the programme was 

the laying of a large stone or obelisk to 

mark the spot where General Brock fell,— 

This spot is situated nearly at the foot of 

the Heights, and has always been an object 

of curiosity, if not of veneration, to travel- 
lers. ‘Lo reach it, and at the same time to 
give the Prince us extended a view of the 
beauties of the place as possible, a proces- 
sion was formed, headed by a band, which 
marched slowly round the top of the heights, 
and reached tho desired place by a circuit 
ous route, In the meantime the great ma- 
jority of the multitude present endeavored 
to mako a short cut dowo the Heights, and 
fall in with the procession before it reached 
its destination, ‘To accomplish this, several 
fences and ditches had to be crossed over, 
and much violent exercise in running down 
the steep sides of the Heights bad to be done, 
—not a comfortable task, when it is remem- 
bered that the sun was blazing hot by this 
time, But nothing daunted, men, women 
and children came pouring down tho bill 
topsy-turvy one over tho other, in the most 
charming confusion, and making quite ao 
irresistible haman stream. Many veterans 
werd also mingled in the throng, and came 
hobbling down, lamenting at every step that 

they were not as supple ns they were ia 1812, 

when they made that furious charge up the 

hill. Tho ceremony of laying the stone was 
accomplished with the usual ceremonies by 
the Prince, amid the cheering of the crowd, 

On his way to the obelisk, the Prince was 
rather astonished by the affectionate em- 
brace of a sauncy lassic, who rushed through 
the crowd to bia side, seized his hand, gave 
it n hoarty squeeze, and vanished immedi- 
ately.

Disturbances in Syria, 
EXECUTION OF 107 oF THE MURDERERS. 


Damascus, Aug. 20. (Official.)—--This 
morning 167 persons implicated in the late 
massacres, and on whom sentence had been 
passed, were publicly executed, Fifty-seven 
of the condemned were banged in the most 
populous parts of the city, and 100 of the 
local police were shot in the square Djenk 
Meidan, These executions have struck ter- 
ror into the inhabitants of the city, which 
remained tranquil. 

To-morrow those condemned to hard 
labor and detention will be taken, under a 
strong escort, to Beyrout, where they will be 


Among the persons hanged were brothers, 
sons, and parents of the first men of the 
country. No attention was paid to their 
rank or dignity. 

To-morrow all the other principal parties 
compromised will be arrested, and punished 

The trial of the ex-Governor, Ahmend 
Agha, and other officers, is proceeding be- 
tore the Council of War, The sentence 
will be enforced immediately after they are 
ronounced, 

The guilty parties who escaped after the 
‘massacres will be tried as outlaws, and will 
undergo the penalties as soon-as they: are 
seized, 

The army of the Sultan acts with the 
most rigorous discipline, and in perfect 
loyalty, The arm of justice is absolutely 
triumphant, 

Perfect tranquility reigns on all the bor- 
bers of Syria. Order is re-established at 
Saida and ils environs. 


FUAD PACHA’S EXECUTIONS AT 
DAMASCUS, 

From the Times' Special Correspondent, 

Beyrout, August 22.—Early on Monday 
morning 67 Moslems, convicted of partici- 
pation in the massacres, were hanged in 
butches in various parts of the city, and 110 
policemen were shot at the Meidan, or chiet 
public place of Damascus, Yesterday weal- 


ing Christians, were to be arvested. After 
this preface I proceed with a narrative of 


Some time back Daas Agha, of Jerud, 
with the protection of which locality he was 
entrusted, as well as with that of Yabrud, 
obtained an addition to the horsemen allow- 
ed him for that purpose, and did consider- 
able mischief, In the true spirit of a border 
chieftain he robbed all alike, first levying 
black mail upon the Christians, whom he 
terribly frightened, and then spoiling the 
Moslems. The majority of the Christians 
fled to Kara, a small village built on a spur 
of the Anti-Lebanon, and inhabited by a 
mixed population. The Agha of Kara re- 
ceived them well, and, in fact, prevented the 
occurrence of massacres in the district.— 
The plunder of Damascus was too strong a 
temptation for Daas Agha to resist. He 
was too cunning to enter the city himeelf, 
but he lay in wait with his men outside 
the walls, and plundered the plunderer 
He “lifted” the loot which the “fellabin” 
were carrying off to their villages. 

Shortly after Fuad Pacha’s arrival at 
Damascus, Daas Agha’s services were said 
to be needed, and he was invited to come 
in, but he showed little alacrity to move 
until he had received several prossing letters 
of invitation, At last he wont to Damas- 
cus, where lio was well received for some 
duys, until he had time to write to bis friends 
at Jorud, and allay their fears. When this 
was done, and confidence restored, the 
Seraskies Jed out the column of troops from 
Damascus, to which I referred in my last, 
ae being ignorant of its destination. I pre- 
sumed it was intended to act against the 
Druses, instead of which it marched rapid- 
ly to Jerud, where it sought for the plun- 
der of the Christians; not, however, find- 
ing much, it gutted and burnt Dans Aghu’s 
house, besides the residences of friends some 
64 of whom were conveyed back to Da- 
mascus on the 15th, Daas Agha having 
heon arrested carly the preceding morning. 
Tho tory, suddenness, and vigor of this 
proceeding terrified the Moslems into good 
behavior towards the Cliristians of tho dis 
trict.

French consuls, However, Fuad Pacha 
commenced turoing the inhabitants of Kan- 
awat out of their houses on the evening of 
the 15th, very unceremoniously, and they 
aro believed to have deserved a much Heavy 
fer punishment, Very few have, up to the 
present time, accepted Fuad Pacha’s offer, 
and gono to the houses provided for them. 
Tho tajority prefer to enduro all the dis 
comforts of the castla, rather than take a 
step which may Jessen the chance of their 
getting away*soon. They are said to suffer 
much abusive language from the Moslems, 
which causes more alarm now than it did 
before. 
Up to the dato of the last despatches the 
Christians had not opened their shops, nor, 
indeed, any in which Christian goods were 
deposited for sale. An Armenian barber, 
whose shop was close to the castle gates, 
did open a fortnight ago, bat the Turkish 
officers, who used it as a lounge, advised 
him to shut up aad seek safety in the castle 
with the rest. The Moslems fancied that 
no Moslem would suffer the penalty of 
death, although it was then known that 
there were 1300 persons in prison, of whom 
231 had been condemned to death, and 
out of this smaller number evidence of the 
committal of actual murder had been ob- 
tained against upwards of 50, and that the 
remainder bad been proved to bave plun- 
dered in the Christian quarter with arms 
in their bands, Of Monday morning, bow- 
ever, those who fancied their creed would 
eusure them an immunity from punishment 
received a terrible shock, when they found 
at dawn 57 Moslems—many belonging to 
the better, though not to the higher class 
—hanging in batches of from six to twelve 
in diflerent parts of the city which had wit- 
nessed their atrocities, Among them were 
a merchant of considerable standing and 
his sonywhose names have not reached me 
—Mustapha Bey El-Hawasaly, who was a 
raleopat and owed his position to the late 
‘aglish Consul al 
now Consul at Tunis, and who had made a 
handsome fortune during the Crimean war 
by traflicing in mules, ‘This wretch, with 
bis family and followers, butchered hundreds 
of Christians, including many who trusted 
for safety to his pretended friendship and 
his profession of regard. It was by his or- 
ders, and by his people, that Mr. Graham 
was murdered, and he plotted the deaths of 
Mr. Frej sud Dr. Meshallah, native Protes- 
tant missionaries. Hassad Bey, a man well 
known in Damascus, was also banged with 
others, including the brothers, sons, and fol- 
lowers of some of the chief personages in 
the city. Rank and dignity make no dif- 
ference. At 1 o'clock on the same day, 
Monday, 110 of the Zapties (police,) Bashi 
bazouks, and others who had been arrested, 
as described above, were led out to the 
Great Meidan and there shot. This act of 
stern justice filled Moslems with the gloom- 
iovt apprebensions; their shops were closed 
during the day, and the Jews kept to their 
own quarter, while very fow Christians ap- 
peared in the streets, which were filled with 
the women related to the dead and to those 
in prison, weepirg aloud, and cursing the 
“dogs” on whoso account Moslems had been 
punished with death, Besides those who 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law 250 
were sentenced to hard labor for life, and 
they were marched out of Damascus through 
the public streets, with their wrists in wood- 
en yokes, to Beyrout, whence they are to 
embark for Constantinople. Their relatives 
also crowded the streets, weeping aud 
screaming, and striving to say a last good- 
bye to the condemned, Moslems are now 
convinced of the sincerity of Fuad Pacha’s 
threats ; and while this signal punishment 
was inflicted, not the slightest attempt was 
mado at a rescue or at a popular rising. — 
Henceforward, I am assured, thero will be 
no further delay, As offenders aro tried 
and condemned they will be immediately 
executed; while thoso who have fled are 
now being tried, and on being condemned 
will bo liable to immediate execution on 
being caught. Fuad Pacha has 800 troops 
under bis command, of whose fidelity he 
feels assured, to render him perfect master 
of tho citys Ahmed Pacha, late Governor 
of Dauiasous, bas been tried aud found guilty, 
and condemned to death by a civil tribunal. 
Ho has to be tried by a military court, and 
will then be executed—probably ho has been 
#0 before this, Lis revelations aro under- 
stood to havo been of great service to Fuad 
Pacha in discovering tho guilty parties. — 
Khurschid Pacha is still here awaiting bis 
trial.

THE RESULTS OF THE MASSACRE 
Tho Beyrout correspondent of the Daily 
News, writing on tbe 220d Aug., says :— 
“TL mentioned that the number of Christians 
massacred in Damascus, during five or six| 
days that the reign of torror lasted, amount- 
ed to 6,600 men, women and children,.— 
This bas now been ascertained to be cor- 
rect. The total namber of persons killed 
in cold blood by Drusea and Moslems, since 
the disturbances first commenced at the end 
of May, including tho various towns on the 
Lebanon, Sidon, Damascus, and elsewhere, 
amounts to the fearful number of 12,000, 
besides those who fell in open fight, when 
as yet the war was 4 mere sectarian out- 
break. The amount of property plundered, 
burned, destroyed, and otherwise swept 
away during the same period—not counting 
the consequent losses to trade, but simply 
the actual loss of money, jewels, houses, 
furniture, horses, cattle, silk, cocoons, silk 
factories, mulberry and olive trees, vines, oil, 
wine, grain, flour, and church plate, has 
been very carefully calculated, and is found 
to represent no smaller a sum than between 
fourteen and fifteen millions sterling. The

They are de- 
prived from holding many situations, on ac- 
count of not being able to testify in a Court 
of Law. They cannot be Clerks ia a Store 
—their neighbors, who believe in a Hell, 
can cheat them, and they bave no redress 
—unless another neighbor, who does believe, 
witnessed the transaction, A member of 
their family might be murdered in resisting 
a thief, knowing that they have no redress 
—yet the murderer is sure to go clear, 

We supposed the ruling of Courts, as to 
what kind of witnesses should be had, bad 
reference to the furtberence of justice, by 
the bringing out of trath, But here are 
men excluded, as witnesses, because they 
toll the truth the very first question that is 
put to them—although the correct answer) 
puts them to a disadvantage, The witness 
tells the truth at the commencement, and 
because ho does be is turned out of Conrt. 
His neighbors may bear witness to his truth: 
fulness—it is all of no account. Had tho 
mnn have told a lio, at the commencoment, 
why his evidence would have been taken. 
Now we do not wish to say a word in dis- 
paragement of a Tell, nor a Devil, nor any 
of our Judges; but we do think the ruling 
in tho caso is very bad.—Picton Times.

appears to the disinterested observer a mat- 
ter of no particular importance, much less 
one to cause dissention, whether the Bishop 
of the Church of England, in his canonicals, 
the Archbishop of the Church of Rome, in 


Scotland, or the President of the Wesleyan 
Conference, shall have priority in presenta- 
tion to the heir apparent to the British 
throne. In the eye of Omnipotence these 
little distinctions amount to nothing; and 
if we believe the protestations of the various 
religious sects, we ought to give them credit 
for a desire to promote the everlasting wel- 
fare of men, in preference to the acquire- 
ment of a temporal advantage which is more 
imaginary than real. 
But if the leaders of the various sects 
cannot amicably settle the point amongst 
themselves as to who shall have the prece- 
dence in such matters, (because somé one 
must precede,) Parliament will probably be 
called mpon to legislate upon the subject, 
and then a bone of contention will be thrown 
amongst us which may not be disposed of 
in a generation, Why is it that this ques- 
tion of precedence never distarbs our neigh 
bors in the United States ? We never hear 
of one church arrogating to itself: exclusive 
rights; they are all on an equal footing be- 
fore the law ; each church supports itself; 
and they are never troubled with questions 
of precedence or political favor ; in fact the 
clergy mind their own business, and never 
pay homage to men of any description. 1 
it were possible, how much more satisfactory 
it would be to the people of Canada if this 
example were followed, And it will be 
followed in course of timo—perbaps not in 
our day,—but the time will come when these 
petty distinctions will be swept away for 
over, When all classes, sects and organizations 
will be on an equality, and then, and not 
till then, will the country be free from pe- 
riodical visitations of religious excitement 
and rancour, The extraordinary course 
pursued by the Duke of Neweastio in show 
ing partiality in his notice of certain chur 
ches and other bodies, will undoubtedly set 
the people to think moro deeply upon their 
position than they have herotofore done,
